Did you ever stop to consider how many rubhers are lost by bad
play? One very famous player is authority for the statement that four
out of every five rubbers are “chucked”; that is, lost by bad play or
bad bidding. This observation is particularly true of a long, close
rubber where the cards are breaking fairly even. In such a rubber
a close observer will notice many a slip before the rubber is finally
settled. The writer was watching one of these close struggles the other
evening and noted two hands, each of which, if played correctly,
would have won the rubber. See what you can do with them before
reading the analysis.

Spades are trumps and Z, who is playing the hand, must take all the
tricks to win game and rubber. The dummy hand, Y, is in the lead.
How can Z’'so play the hand against any defense that he can take all
of the remaining tricks? This problem is one where Z must shorten
his trumps. To do so he must lead the queen of hearts from Y’'s
hand, B should discard a club, for if he trumps, YZ will win the balance
of the tricks. 2, however, must trump this trick. In no other way
can he win the balance of the tricks. He should then lead the ten
of clubs.
